SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—The Min- 
eral-land Committee of the State Min- 
ers’ Association today rejected the 
proposition made by the Central Pacific 
on October 1 for the reason that the 
proposition does not clearly provide for 
the submission to the mineral-land com- 
mission of any lands for examination. 
The proposition was characterized as 
molasses to catch flies. The committee, 
however, will negotiate with the com- 
pany according to its proposition sub- 
mitted September 17.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—The Su- 
preme Court today issued an alterna- 
tive writ of mandate against the Board 
of Supervisors. The writ is made re- 
turnable on November (and until th-n 
the Supervisors are stopped from fur- 
ther proceedings under the new tax 
levy. The writ is the result of the 
efforts of Mayor Sutro and the Civic 
Federation to compel the Board of Su- 
pervisors to recognize the Mayor's veto 
of the exorbitant tax levy just passed. 


A Bank Examiner Takes Charge.

Diaz’s Father-in-law Dead. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 3.—Manuel 
Romero Rubio; Minister of the Interior 
and father-in-law of President Diaz. 
died this morning, having failed to rally 
from an operation for cancerous tumor. 
His age was 68. The wife of President 
Diaz was present at the operation, as 
were all members of the family.

Fierce Revenge is Taken 
On Armenians, 


Twenty Unfortunates Brutally 
Clubbed to Death, 


The Mohammedan Theological 
Students Take Up the 


Gory Fight. 


Agitators Charged with Fomenting 
the Revolt Against the Sultan’s 
Authority—British Sympathy 
Held in Abeyance. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct.-3.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) The third slight earth- 
quake shock which was experienced 
here yesterday, with rioting and blood- 
shed, the imprisonment of about five 
hundred Armenians, the killing of pris- 
oners in cold blood and the presence 
of troops under arms at all points ex- 
cites even the most phlegmatie Turk. 
The rioting and blood-letting which be- 
gan on Monday, as exclusively detailed 
in these dispatches, was renewed on 
Tuesday evening, principally by Mo- 
hommedan theol dents, who 
chased and beat with bludgeons every 
Armenian they met. 

On Tuesday night mobs of Softas and 
Turks attacked the house of a leading 
Armenian, Kassin Pasha, killing sev- 
eral persons. This mob also sacked a 
cafe frequented by Armenians, and 
twenty of these unfortunate people 
were beaten to death with bludgeons. 
Not a single policeman appeared and 
not an attempt was made to save the 
lives of the Armenians. Naturally the 
Armenians put no faith in the assur- 
ances of protection from further vio- 
lence at the hands of Turkish mobs. 
Many sought refuge in the churches 
where they were earnestly addressed 
by the clergy, who enjoined them to 
be calm and give the Turks no further 
pretexts for attacking them. The Ar 
menian churches are now watched by 
the police, but the greatest uneasiness 
prevails and most the other religious 
denominations express the fear that 
— fanatic Turks may extend in other 


ons. 

The Armenians have the sympathy of 
foreigners here, but the fact that they 
are armed in spite of their pacific an- 
nouncements is condemned by _ their 
best f s, and lends color to the 
statements of Turkish officials, who 
claim that Armenian agitators organ- 
ized the revolt against the Sultan's 


authority, and that the attempt to pre- 
sent a ition to the Grand Vizier on 
Monday ; which led to the first riot- 


ing and bloodshed, was a mere pretext 
to serve as a signal for an Armenian 
outbreak. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
in Armenia months ago reported that 
the Armenian Revolutionary Commit- 
tee was preparing a demonstration at 


-Constantinople, and that any number 


of Armenians were willing to thus sac- 
rifice themselves for the ultimate bene- 
fit of their umhappy compatriots. On 
the other hand, the partisans of the Ar- 
menians assert that the latter only 
armed themselves to defend their lives 
against the Turks. The authorities 
have stationed troops and at 
every threatened point, and, it is as- 
serted this morning, that there is no 
danger of any further disturbances. 
This, however, not generally be- 
Heved. 


The introduction of the religious 
movement in the disturbances make 
the situation more grave than it other- 
wise would have been, although the out- 
ward cause of the Armenian outbreak 
is said to be a long delay in negotia- 
tions between the powers and the 
Porte on the question of reform in Ar- 
menia, which increased the despair of 
the Armenians. Prominent Turkish of- 
ficials, however, claim that the present 
troubles are the outcome of agitation 
which prevails in Europe, especially 
in England, in favor of Armenians. 
Owing to the critical situation here the 
envoys of the powers met at the Aus- 
trian Embassy today, and the German 
gunboat Lorely has been ordered to re- 
main at the disposal of the German Em- 
bassy. At least five Armenians were 
killed after they had been arrested cn 
Monday. This has caused great indig- 
nation. 

Regarding the death of the Turkish 
major, Servet Bey, witnesses affirm 
that the Armenians did not use re- 
volvers until he had ordered the police 
to fire upon them. When Servet Bey 
fell, there was a frightful tumult. and 
the police charged the crowd with re- 
volvers and swords. According to the 
nolice thev report only twenty persons 
killed and eight wounded during the 
rioting on Monday. More reliable re- 
ports place the number of killed at over 
two hundred. 

News has been received from Damas- 
cus that the French Consul there has 
been attacked by a mob, grossly in- 
sulted and pelted with mud. The 
French Embassy complained to the 
Porte and demanded prompt redress. 


BRITISH SENTIMENT. 
LONDON, Oct. 3.—The critical condi- 
tion of affairs at Constantinople is the 


is 


sensation of the day here, and all the 


dispatches from that city are read with 
the greatest eagerness. Many impor- 
tant messages are known to have been 
received. at the British Foreign Office 
from Sir Phillip Currie. the British Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, and the 
feeling here is not entirely favorable to 
the Armenians. The appointment of 
Kiamie Pasha as Grand Visier, recently 
announced, is regarded at the Foreign 
Office as a happy circumstance at the 
present juncture of affairs. He has a 
reputation of being one of the most 
broad-minded and enlightened states- 
men of the Ottoman empire. 

In spite of the assurance to the con- 
trary of the Armenian Cémmittee of 
this city, the belief prevails in official 
circles that the rioting at Constanti- 
nople was really a deliberately-planned 
uprising brought about by the Armen- 
lan agitators in order to bring about 
direct interference upon the part of 
Great Britain, France and Russia in 
the administration of Armenia. 

The St. James Gazette points out this 
afternoon how the events which have 
occurred at Constantinople werd cor- 
rectly foretold by the Associated Press. 
which, in a dispatch published here on 
April 19, told how the patriotic party of 
Armeida had been fomenting a genera} 
revolt, and that the leaders promised

It is felt that a 
crisis has arrived and there is much 
anxiety lest other revolutionary fac- 
tions shall join with the Armenians 
Since the Greek revolution Constanti- 
nople has not fallen in such terror as 
is now reigning.” 

Telegraphing at a later hour the cor- 
respondent says: 

“The police have not yet attempted 
to clear the Patriarchate, and it is 
hoped that they will not resort to force 
as a most horrible massacre would in- 
evitably result. The Armenians are 
huddled together in the church with 
barely standing-room. They have to 
depend for food upon such scraps as 
are brought to them. It is estimated 
at the Patriarchate that over two 
hundred Armenians have been killed.” 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Constantinople dated Thursday 
says: 

„I received intelligence today from 
Erzeroum, Khnoss and other parts of 
Armenia that further disturbances may 
be expected unless measures are en 
immediately to calm the people, who 
are emigrating wherever they can.” 


A RECLAMATION IDEA, 


CONGRESSMAN MAGUIRE HAS IT IN 
RESERVE. 


He Win Introguce a Bill to Rent 


Lands on Which Irrigation Ex- | 


periments May be Made, Title to 
Remain in the Government. 


N TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—Judge Ma- 
guire, who has been delivering single- 
tax speeches in Delaware on the single- 
tax question, denies the report that he 
is at the head of a movment to secure 
the adoption of legislation by the next 
House to set apart certain lands owned 
by the government on the Virginia side 
of the -Potomac, adjoining Arlington, 
for the purpose of establishing a col- 
ony to serve as an object lesson of the 
benefits to be derived from single tax. 
He said: 

“The only general bill which I have 
in mind for introduction at the next 
Congress is one having for its purpose 
the setting aside of a watershed in some 
of the desert regions of the public do- 
main where experiments in irrigation 
can be made; the land reclaimed to be 
rented to tenants, but the title to re- 
main vested in the government. This 
should be done to show the inexpedi- 
ency of selling enormous tracts of the 
public domain to private parties and 
permitting them to reclaim the land 
and derive all the benefits from its in- 
creased value. 

“The title to the land should remain 
with the government; its improvement 
by irrigation should be done by the gov- 
ernment, and any benefits and any ir- 
creased value that might hereafter ac- 
crue should belong to the nation and 
to the people instead of being enjoyed 
by a lot of speculators. 


DETROIT ENTERPRISE. 


Interesting Features of the Bids on 
the Gunboats. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—From ex- 
amination at the Navy Department of 
bids submitted by the Detroit Dry Dock 
Company for construction of gunboats 
it appears that the company anticipated 
the objection that might be made to 
the reception of a bid based on the pro- 
hibition in the treaty with Great Brit- 
jan against the construction or main- 
tenance of warships on the great lakes. 
By the terms of the bid the firm pro- 
poses to shape the material and build 
the engines at its works, but to send 
them to Seattle to be assembled in the 
shape of warships. : 

As the company was the lowest bid- 
der for the single-screw boats the stipu- 
lation becomes important, and if the 
modifications they make in the depart- 
ment designs are acceptable there does 
not appear any reason at present why 
they should not secure the contracts for 
two boats, all that can be allotted to 
one company.

Father Wagner Offers to Marry the 
Gtrl.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—(Special Dispatch.) 
The Times-Herald's Washington corre- 
spondent sends the following: 

“The United States and Great Britain 
have at last come face to face in Ven- 
ezuela. Secretary Olney has prepared a 
dispatch to Ambassador Bayard which 
will soon bring to an issue the long 
mooted. question of the boundary be- 
tween Venezuela and British Guiana. 
This dispatch is of such a positive and 
unequivocal nature that it threatens a 
disruption of the harmonious relations 
existing between the two great English- 
speaking countries. As soon as it is 
placed before the British government it 
will raise an issue which can be settled 
only by the retreat of one or the other, 
or by the severance of friendly rela- 
tions, perhaps war. The stand taken hy 
the United States in this dispatch is 
one which involves one of the oldest ind 
most sacred traditions of the govern- 
ment. The great question in Washing- 
ton is: ‘Will Great Britain yield?’ 

“Secretary Olney's dispatch is, sub- 
stantially, a declaration in positive 
language that the United States will 
never consent to British occupation of 
the disputed territory in Venezuela un- 
less that nation’s right thereto is first 
determined by arbitration. While this 
declaration is similar to one which was 
made some s ago, and to which 
the British Foreign Office replied with 
the statement that while England's 
right to part of the territory in question 
could be submitted to arbitration, the 
right to anothe? part of the region in 
question could not be submitted to such 
adjudication, the matter has now been 
brought to a critical stage. ‘ 

“When Great Britain took this ground 
the question which Cleveland had to 
decide was whether the United States 
was bound by the Monroe d

“The dispatch meets England’s re- 
joinder with a reaffirmation of the prin-

It does 
more. In polite but significant worda, 
Olney declares it the nelief of the 
United States government that the ter- 
ritorial claims which have been set up 
in Venezuela are not the result of nat- 
ural misunderstandings and the dispute 
concerning them is not the proper In- 
cation of the boundary between two 
countries, but, under the guise of a 
boundary dispute, Great Britain is 
really attempting the seizure of terrt- 
tory on the American continent. The 
Secretary points out the two horns of 
the dilemma, leaving England to choose 
which it will accept. 

“If the quarrel with Venezuela is an 
ordinary boundary dispute, having its 
origin in faulty descriptions, imperfect 
surveys, or other misunderstandings, a 
refusal to arbitrate the same is con- 
trary to precedents set by England h. r- 
self, and contrary to the practice of 
civilized nations. If, on the other hand, 
as appears to be the case, and as is the 
belief of the President, the dispute as 
to the location of the boundary line is 
merely a guise under which Great Brit- 
ain is attempting by superior force 
extend her territorial possesslons in 
America, this is directly in violation of 
the Monroe doctrine, and will never he 
submitted to by the United States. 

“This is the substance of the mes- 
sage. It is a direct, a positive and 
practical application of the Monroe 
doctrine in its broadest aspect between 
Great Britain and Venezuela. It com- 
mits the United States to a position 
which must be adhered to at any cost, 
and the administration is prepared to 
stand by it, and believes that it will 
have the enthusiastic support of Con- 
gress and the country. N 

“It would be improper for Secretary 
Olney, at this juncture, to demand of 
Great Britain an answer-within a speci- 
fied time. No such demand has been 
made. It is a principle for which the 
United States contends, and there is no 
pretension that commercial or other 
material interests are in jeopardy. and 
requiring, therefore, Immediate settle- 
ment. At the same time President 
Cleveland is eager to have an early re- 
ply to the contention of this govern- 
ment, and Ambassador Bayard is in- 
structed to secure a response, if possi- 
ble, in time for the President to treat 
the matter in hig annual message to 
Congress.”

AMENDED THE BILL. 

AUSTIN (Tex.,) Oct. 3.—The Senate 
today concurred in a few minor House 
amendments to its bill preventing prize- 
fighting, and the bill will be sent to the 
Governor this evening. The remainder 
of the special session will be devoted 
to matters of State interest suggested 
by the Governor this morning.

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Oct. 3. — When 
Champion James J. Corbett was shown 
the dispatch announcing that both 
houses of the Texas Legislature had 
passed the anti-prizefighting bill, he 
said: 

“In the absence of definite informa- 
tion as to the exact text of the Dill 
which the Texas Legislature pasced, I 
cannot very well give an answer beyond 
this: We are under contract with Dan. 
Stuart and the Florida Athletic Club, 
and propose to live up to our pert of 
the contract. We are «xoing to Texas 
under the terms of our contract, and I 
am going there to fight. I expect to 
live up to my part of the agreement. I

A carload of tar and another of coal, 
standing on a track in the millyard, be- 
coming ignited, furnished . admirable 
food for the fire in its sweep through 
the great plant. The heat was insuffer- 
able, and soon it was impossible to get 
| within two hundred feet of the build- 
ings. At 1 o’clock the flames were 
threatening two warehouses containing | 
$400,000 worth of Sea Island cotton and 
completed sheetings, At 1:30 o’elock the 
fire caught anew and soon became a 
roaring furnace. A few minutes later 
the flames jumped from these buildings 
to the adjoining lumber-yard of R. A. 
Martin, and his entire stock of coal, 
wood and dressed lumber was food. for 

the fire. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock the walls of 
two of the mills fell in, and the dwell: 
ing-+lHousé occupied by the operatives. 
‘also caught fire, so that it seemed to be 
spreading in two directions. 

LATER:—By the most persistent and 
arduous efforts the firemen gained con- 
trol of the conflagration, but all that 
was left of the big factories, ware- 
houses and teneménts was a blazing 
pile of ruins.

The last sensation of the day was an 
order made ay the court committing 
Miss Carrie Cunningham, a newspaper 
reporter, to the County Jail for re- 
fusing to answer a question.

The defense placed on the stand to- 
day eight more students who attended 
the lecture delivered by Dr. Cheney on 
the afternoon of April 3, to testify as 
to whether they had answered to Dur- 
ran's name at roll-call. Each witness 
gave a negative answer.

A Certificate of Naturalisation Does 
Not Confer Citizenship. 
@EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—Among 
the passengers on the last trip of the 
Rio de Janeiro was a coolie named Gee 
Hop, who has returned from @ long 
visit to China. Gee Hop claims to be a 
citizen of the United States and pro- 
duces documents to prove it. Among 
other things is a passport issued by the 
Department of State bearing the signa- 
ture of James G. Blaine. CoMector 
Wise, however, says he is the sole 
judge as to the landing of Chinese and 
his refusal to recognize Gee Hop’s cre- 
dentials. The matter will now be taken 
into the United States courts, and a 
decision will be watched for with in- 

terest. 

The coolie is a bright, intelligent fel- 
low and his answers regarding his vot- 
ing shows he is familiar with the affairs 
of this country. He furnished to the 
collector his original naturalization pa- 
pers. They were issued by the Court 
of Common Pleas at Camden, N. J., on 
May 3, 1890. ‘The testimony upon which 
the certificate was granted was fur- 
nished by a Mrs. F. E. Nash, who testi- 
fied that Gee Hop had arrived in this 
country before his eighteenth year, was 
of full age, and had resided in this 
country altogether. for five years. Gee 
Hop took the usual oath to support this 
government and renounced all allegi- 
ance to the Emperor of China. 

Gee Hop also presented to the Col- 
lector his passport, issued by the De- 
partment of State. It bears the date of 
May 12, 1890, and is signed by the late 
James G. Blaine. It is in the regular 
form, requesting, on behalf of the gov- 
ernment, “to permit Gee Hop, a citizen 
of the United States, safely and freely 
to pass, and, in case of need, to give 
him all lawful aid and protection.” A 
description of Gee Hop forms a part 
of the pass, together with his own sig- 
nature. 

Collector Wise, in ruling on Gee Hop’s 
ease, decided that a certificate of nat- 
uralization or a passport from the Sec- 
retary of State does not make a coolie 
a citizen of this country, nor entitle him 
to a residence here under the present 


Chinese €xclusion act. Upon the author-. 


ity conferred by Congress at the last 
session the collectors at ports of entry 
are made the sole judges of the rights 
of coolies to land, who claim to be mer- 
chants or set up claims for residence, 
other than that of being a native born. 
In this case it will be alleged by Gee 
Hop’s attorney that the certificate of 
naturalization is evidence of a judgment 
of a court of record, and the only Way 
to prevent the applicant from landing 
is to set aside that judgment. Whether 
this can be done remains to be deter- 
mined. 
NATURALIZED TOO LATE. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—It is said at 
the Treasury Department that the case 
of the Chinese Gee Hop, who claims ad- 
mission into this country at San Fran- 
cisco on the ground that he is a natu- 
ralized citizen of the United States, 
presents no novel features. The law is 
very plain on that point. The act ap- 
proved ae 6, 1882, provides that “here- 
after no State court or court of the 
United States shall admit Chinese to 
citizenship, and all laws in conflict with 
this act are hereby repealed.” 
. As to Gee Hop. having a passport 
signed by the Secretary of State, the 
department knows nothing about it, nor 
is it of any advantage to him. e act 
prohibiting courts from admitting Chi- 
nese to citizenship was passed in 1882, 
eight years before Hop’s papers were 
issud, hence they are null and void, and 
were so at the time they were issued, 
as was also the passport. If Hop be- 
longs to the prohibited class he will not 
be permitted to land, 25 2

British Skippers Calmly Break the 
Law Against Using Firearms. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3. —The seal- 
ing schooner J. Eppinger, Capt. White, 
has arrived from Bering: Sea with very 
few seals on board. Capt. White is in- 
dignant at what he declares the 
discrimination of the revenue cuttefs in 
favor of English sealers. The Victoria 
men, he says, were permitted to carry 
firearms into the sea, and they used 
them to such an extent that the Ameri- 
— could not get near a seal to spear 
m. 


“All the Americans received instruc- 
tions,” said Capt. White, “to seal or 
land all firearms. I was obliged to give 
up even my revolver. No such orders 
were given to the British captains, and 
they went away with their arms and 
ammunition on board their vessels. The 
result was that when we got into Ber- 
ing sea on every day that was fit for 
sealing we could hear the popping cf 
rifles from all directions. Boat after 
boat from the Eppinger came back 
empty, and the complaint of my men 
all the time was that the shcoting 
scared the seals away. The Britishers 
and their Siwash Indians ured fire- 
arms, while the American government 
compelled its citizens to go back to the 
weapons of a century ago, which were 
of no use whatever, and the British reap 
the benefit of them. 

“Finally the revenue cutters avwoke 
to a sense of their duty. The Rush 
swooped down on the Beatrice and the 
E. B. Marvin, and, finding skins on 
board showing shot marks, the vessels 
were seized and sent to Victoria. We 


found the seals so wild that we decided 
to come home.“

The Passing of the Locomotive. 


(Harper’s Weekly:) There issomething 
almost pathetic in the spectacle of the 
steam locomotive engaged in a hopeless 
fight with the all-conquering trolley. 
We can all remember Mr. Ruskin's 
diatribe against railways, and there are 
some of us who can go back to a day 
when it was a distinction to have been 
a European traveler. A man who had 
made the grand tour was familiarly 
known as a Hadji, and presumably en- 


titled to the privilege of wear- 
ing a turban, if it 80 
pleased him. And then came steam, 


which changed all that; and now it is 
electricity, and piston-rods and cylin- 
des boxes are doomed to swell the dust 
heap along with the post-horns and 
leathern curtains of the stage-coach. 

The trolley is cheaper and more ef- 
fective, and that tells the story. Where 
we used to build branch railroads we 
now put up a trolley line, saving both 
in initial cost and in subsequent ope- 
rating expenses. wagons und 
private carriages to run indepen‘lently 
over a system of trolley lines extending 
in a vast network throughout creation 

are a possible feature of the near fu- 
ture, and in the mean time experiments 
are being made on the great trunk lines 
looking toward an entire change in no- 
tive power. One of the New England 
railways already introduced the 
trolley on branch lines; the big electric 
motor built for the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company has more than fulfilled expec- 
tations; an electric supply company bas 
taken the contract to turn the elevated 
railroads of New York city into trolley 
lines; and, according to newspaper re- 
ports, a syndicate is to.construct an 
electric road between Chicago and New 
York, upon which the journey of a 
thousand miles is to be regularly made 
inside of six hours. The change is in- 
évitable, and in logical accordance with 
the spirit of the age. 

And yet one may be permitted to 
think with a fleeting regret of the old 
order that is changing so rapidly before 
our very eyes. There was a certain 
element of picturesqueness, Mr. Rus- 
kin to the contrary. in locomotion by 
steam. The engine itself, an uncouth 
Frankenstein, with stertorous lungs 
and heart of fire, was yet irresistibly 
attractive in its very . ugliness, and 


commanded respect as the visible em- 


bodiment of a mighty power. And 
then the fast trains, with their fasci- 
nating popular nomenclature, “The 
Flying Dutchman,” The Wild Irish- 
man, and our own “Limited” and Ex- 
position Flyer; It was a.distinction in 
itself to have been a passenger on the 
“Scotsman” or the Cannon- ball,“ just 
as in the old days it was a matter of 
pride to have had one’s name inscribed 
on the booking-sheet of the Royal 
George” or the “West of England Mall.“ 
How prosaically it will read on the time 
tables of the future: Cars for Chicago 
and San Francisco will be run on ten 
minutes’ headway; to Jerusalem, Kam- 
— and Far Cathay every half - 
our.“ 


Women as Inventors. 


(Portland Oregonian:) The pursuits 
of women do not lead them very far 
into fields of invention, and hence the 
number of patents issued to women has 
not been large. During recent years 
the number has, however, been increas- 
ing considerably. A pamphlet recently 
published by the Patent Office gives a 
list of all the patents issued to women 
from the establishment of the Patent 
Office in 1790 down to the present time. 
But it was many years before any 
patent was issued to a woman. The 
first one bore date of 1809, and was is- 
sued for a method of weaving with silk 
or cotton thread. Six years later one 
was issued for a corset. It was not un- 
til 1828 that more than one patent per 
year was issued to women. In 1862 only 
fourteen patents were issued to women, 
that being the largest in any year up 
to that time. The war, however, de- 
veloped genius of women, and the an- 
nual number of patents issued to them 
increased rapidly. Many of them were 
for inventions for either fighting or 
nursing devices. The annual issue in- 
creased steadily year by year. In 1870 
it was 60, in 1880 over 92, in 1890 over 
200 and in 1893 over 300. 

Most of these inventions are for de- 
vices in wearing apparel or articles be- 
longing to household economy. This 
would be naturally expected, from the 
fact that woman’s attention is devoted 
chiefly to things in these lines, and 
very little to large machinery, ex- 
tended mechanical appliances or to ex- 
periments in dynamics. Very few of 
the patents issued to women have been 
for entirely new creations, though 
many of them have been very useful. 
Excluding those especially. concerning 
women's work, nearly all the other 
patents have been for attachments to 
some previously existing device. A 
simple ingenuity characterizes many of 
them, but, of course, as is the case with 
many of the patents issued to men, and, 
indeed, with most of them, practical 
utility is often wanting, and after the 
patent is issued the device fails to push 
itself into general use. But, in fact, of 
all the thousands of patents issued 
year by year, the number that proves 
their usefulness by the test of demand 
is comparatively

He 
thought they took the steamer Santa 
Rosa for the north yesterday. On re- 
ceipt of this message, Chief Glass tele- 
phoned to the officers at Port Harford 
to search the steamer on its arrival 
there for the runaways. 

The report from Long Peach that two 
young men, one of whom answered the 
description of Rangod, were seen there 
in company with a woman who looked 
like Adaline Le Page, the servant who 
is supposed to have enticed the Pavlides 
girl away from her home, was investi- 
gated and resulted in the errest of the 
suspects, who proved to be two wealthy 
young men from San Francisco, simply 
out for a lark. One of them bore a re- 
markable resemblance to Rangod, but 
on being taken to the District-Attor- 
ney’s office by Deputy Sheriff Marsh, 
succeeded in proving that he was not 
the much-wanted man.

In the 
city the proposition carried by a good 
majority of the votes cast, the vote 
standing 839 for to 240 against. 

While there may have been indi- 
vidual cases in which annexation 
would have worked some hardship, 
the fact remains that as a broad gen- 
eral proposition it would have been of 
great benefit; and its benefits would 
have fallen principally upon the sub- 
urban sections which it was pro- 
posed to bring within the corporate 
limits of the city. Those sections, in 
voting against annexation. have gone 
counter to their own best interests. 
They had infinitely more to gain by 
annexation than had the city of Los 
Angeles. Police protection, fire pro- 
tection, electric lights, and the bene- 
fit of all the costly improvements 
which the city has made, would have 
come to the southwestern suburbs had 
they voted in favor of coming into the 
city. The value of every home, every 
vacant lot, every acre of property in 
the section referred to would have been 
enhanced from 10 to 20 per cent., at 
the lowest estimate, had the annexa- 
tion proposition carried. Not only 
would the value of property have been 
advanced, but the demand for it would 
also have been increased. As it is, 
persons who contemplate buying land 
and building homes will hesitate about 
going into the euburbgpwhere they wi 
be deprived in a large measure of the 
benefits of city improvements. The 
wretched streets, no sewers, no side- 
walks, no street lights, no police or 
fire protection, no public improvements 
ot any kind worthy of these 
conditions will inevitably prevail in 
the suburbs so long as they remain 
outside the city. The dilapidated and 
down-at-the-heels appearance which 
at t characterizes those sections

Property 
values will consequently suffer. The 
southwest. has, The Times believes, 
made a serious mistake in voting down 
the annexation proposition, It has 


nothing and lost much by “that 


decision. 

Today the northwestern suburbs 
will vote upon a similar question, and 
simultaneously an election will be 
held in the city. It seems probable 
that the proposition will be carried 
in the city, though not by so lafge a 
majority as that of yesterday. The re- 
sult in the suburban ‘section is more 
in doubt. If the northeast vote should 
be favorable to annexation, the city 
vote being also favorable, we may 
reasonably expect a new era of de- 
velopment in the northeast section, 
which would thus be made more de- 
sirable for residence purposes in the 
near future. The result of today’s 
election will determine this matter. 

The vote cast yesterday was disap- 
pointingly light, especially in the city, 


considering the gravity of the ques- 


tions involved. A change of ten votes 
in the southwest would have reversed 
the decision. In the city only about 
one voter in twenty took the trouble 
to go to the nolls. Yet the question 
voted upon was of much greater im- 
portance to our citizens than are the 
issues ordinarily involved in a gen- 
eral election, which usually brings out 
a large vote. It is greatly to be re- 
gretted that voters do not take a 
deeper interest in local elections, at 
which questions of vital importance to 
every citizen are determined. 


The number of deaths from con- 
sumption has declined in Philadelphia 
from 31.9 in every 10,000 persons in 
1881, to 22 im 1895. The reduction of 
the death-rate is attribiited by phy- 
sicians to the fact that the contagious 
character of the disease is better un- 
derstood than formerly, so that greater 
care is exercised in preventing its 
spread. Among the preventive mea- 
sures deemed most efficacious is a re- 
striction upon the excessive sprinkling 
of the streets. The carts are allowed 
to sprinkle the streets, but not to soak 
them, hence the deadly vapors which 
formerly arose from the mud-bedaubed 
streets are in part avoided. A great 
quantity of water is also saved which 
formerly was worse than wasted. 


The Columbus Dispatch, in a spirit 
of prophecy, refers to the development 
of electric transit in Ohio, and indulges 
in some flights of imagination. It 
says: 

“There are few energetic counties in 
Ohio in which some plan is not being 
talked up or executed for electric rail- 
way extensions, so popular has become 
this modern mode of transit. The plans 
once realized, Ohio will be covered 
with a network of street-railroad iron: 
as it is now covered with a network 
of public roadways. Then the time will 
have arrived when men will own their 
own private street cars, as they now 
own their private carriages. There will 
be private street card fitted up as 
sumptuously as are private coaches or 
private cars on steam railroads where 
the owner can live as comfortably in 


them as in his own home. If he wishes

Why Work on the First Street Cat 
Has Been Carried on s0 
Very Slowly. 


Settiers Coming from the East—Im- 
mense Land Holdings of Miller . 
and Luax—Subdividing the Big 
Ranches—Building Notes. 


The volume of business transacted ; 
during the past week has not been 80 
large as usual. This is not owing 
to lack of would-be buyers so much 
as to another cause, the mention of 
which would have been considered ab- 
surd a year ago, namely, the difficulty 
of obtaining desirable property at a 
reasonable figure. 

MARKING UP PRICES. 

It is a fact that a great many lots in 
Los Angeles have advanced 100 per 
cent. in price during the past twelve 
months, and there is a tendency on the 
part of many holders to still further ad- 
Vance values without waiting for the 
demand to catch up with them. This 
is why real estate dealers complain 


sales as the active demand for good 
property would warrant. 

The Times has said about all on this 
subject that it is necessary to say. It 
can only be repeated that when a prop- 
erty-owner is not satisfied to accept a 
fair market price for his land the 
proper and businesslike way to do is 
to take it off the market, not to offer 
it at a certain price and then raise 
that price as soon as he gets an offer. 
Such a course tends to disgust would- 
be purchasers more effectually than al- 
Most any other that could be suggested. 
It also has two other results, neither of 
which are advantageous to the real- 
estate owner. In the first place, it 
tends to cause investors to look with 
suspicion on Los Angeles property al- 
together, and then it diverts the atten- 
tion of buyers to other sections of the 
city, where holders really want to sell 
at a fair price. 
THERE ARE OTHERS. 
Apropos of this, it should be remem- 
bered by these property-owners who 
are discounting the future that theke 
is still a considerable area of desirable 
residence property within three miles 
of the Courthouse that has scarcely 
yet been developed. Now, if prices are 
run up too high in one direction it will 
pay investors or speculators much bet- 
ter to acquire tracts in some of these 
sections that have not yet ‘become pop- 
ular, make improvements in the shape 
of. grading and planting shade trees, 
secure improved transportation facili- 
ties and sell the lots at a profit for half 
the price that they would have to pay 
for unimproved property in some of the 
more fashionable parts of the city. 

In short, when prices are unduly in- 
flated in one section, the result is bound 
to be a temporary setback to that sec- 
tion and the more rapid building up of

A PARK BOULEVARD. 


The proposition to construct a boule- 


vard from Westlake to Elysian Park 


looks as if it might be accomplished. G. 
A. Fudickar, who made a proposition to 
the City Council, informs The Times 
that he has obtained the necessary sig- 
matures of the property-owners along 
the line of road. Mr. Fudickar has a 
frontage of 2400 feet along the proposed 
boulevard, and he stands ready at any | 
time to give the right of way over his 
property, and in addition bear one-half 
the expense of grading. He suggested 
to the board that the lines of the boule- 
vard be from Elysian Park to the north 
side of Echo Park, thence to Alvarado, 
thence on Alvarado to Westlake. Alva- 
rado street is now eighty-two feet wide, 
but it is not opened all the way 
through to Temple street. 
Some years ago it was proposed to 
make a boulevard of Alvarado street, 
clear through to the Los Feliz road, and

There has been much talk from time 
to time about such a boulevard, and it 
appears, that. at length there is some 
chance of its being built. The Council 
will doubtless do all in its power to 
push the matter through, and thus not 
only provide a much-needed drive 
through a picturesque part of the city, 
but also open up by a good roagi large 
tracts in the northwestern. section 
which have been hitherto much 
r because they are compara- 

vely inaccessible.. After this terra in- 
cognita is once opened up by a road, 
many Los Angeles people who have re- 
sided here for a number of years will 
be surprised at the extent of attractive 
country which lies here “out of doors“ 
Within three miles of the Courthouse.

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leak, for if it shauld- be stopped the 
earth would not cave near so much, 
and it then would have to be removed 
by private means instead of having the 
chain-gang to do it. 

On the south side of the street the 
excavations were made a little too far 
in at the foot of the bank, conse- 
quently the Street Superintendent on 
August 7 ordered the chain-gang out 
on Olive street, as this bank was be- 
coming more dangerous from slides 
all the time, and directed the atten- 
tion of the Council to the matter. by 
a communication dated August 5, 
recommending that arrangements be 


made with the property-owners on the 
south side to slope the bank. 2 

No formal arrangements were made 
with the owner of the property on the 
south side, M. L. Wicks, but his at- 
tention was drawn to the fact that it 
would be a very convenient thing for 
the city if the falling of a large quan- 
tity of threatening earth on his prop- 


* 
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It will soon be two years since a com- 
mencement was made in the work of 
cutting through the big hill on First 
street, which has so long stood as an 
impassable barrier onthe principal east- 
and-west street of the city, within a lit- 
tle more than a stone’s throw of the busi- 
ness center. As long as the hill stood 
there it looked so big and impressive 
that many people doubted whether it 
could ever be opened. Now that the 
work is approaching completion it is 
seen that the mountain, although bigger 
than a mouse, was not such a very 
great obstacle after all. Since the cut 
has been made to its present depth, 
people begin to realize what a short 
distance it is from the business center 
to the section lying between Olive and 
Pearl streets, and to wonder that the 


improvement was not commenced long 
ng the river around to Los fag — — a 


0. 

While it is true that the cut has been 
made to a considerable depth, it is not 
yet open for travel, and, at the present 
rate of progress, judging by the past, 
it will be quite a long time before ‘“‘citi- 
zens on foot and in carriages” can 
avoid the necessity of making a detour 
by way of Court or Second street. 

Inquiries are constantly heard from 
the public as to the reason for the long 
delay in finishing this most necessary 
improvement. Undoubtedly the work 
has gone forward at a snail's pace, but 
there have been many difficulties to con- 
tend with. The chief of these difficul- 
ties has been the occupancy of the north 
side of the hill by Mrs. Shepard, a lady 
of very positive ideas and much mis- 
directed determination; who has per- 
sistently opposed the opening of First 
street through the hill in any shape. 
Over two years ago, when the first 
definite attempt was made to start work 
on the improvement, Mrs. Shepard ob- 
tained an injunction from the courts, 
which was afterward made perpetual. 
Then an effort was made by those in- 
terested in the improyement to obtain 
a modificatian of the udgment. Coun- 
cilman Munson, who from the begin- 
ning has taken an active interest in the 
work, succeeded, in connection with the 
City Attorney and the City Engineer, 
in getting the judge to permit the south 
side of the street to be opened, provided 
the north half, on the side of Mrs. Shep- 
ard’s property, was terraced under the 
supervision of the City Engineer. Work 
was started on December 16, 1893. by 
the chain-gang, to which was shortly 
added a band of Coxeyites, who worked 
there for a time and got rid of a large 
amount of dirt—(removing it from the 
cut, of course.) From the beginning 
great difficulty has been experienced 
in keeping the chain-gang regularly at 
work on this spot, as the Councilmén 
all have improvements of their own in 
their various wards which they wish 
attended to, and several times the men 
have been taken off for a short per‘od. 
However, with the exception of eight 
weeks, the chain-gang has worked with 
reasonable regularity,if somewhat slow- 
ly, until August 7, when they were put to 
work upon Olive street, because of the 
dangerous and unsafe condition of the 
south bank of.the street. During this 
time numerous slides have occurred 
from the north side of the property of 
Mrs. Shepard, and although she has 
sued the city for $50,000 damages on ac- 
count of these excavations and slides, 
the henefit she would derive if it should 
all cave off would be much more than 
what damages she will be Hable to get 
from the city. There have been an 
average of about twenty men the 
chain-gang- 

One objectionable feature to the)north 
side is the innocent little hydrant on 
top of the bank, which has leaked al- 
most constantly, thereby keeping the 
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erty could be hastened. ‘Whether this 
was done is not reported, but at any 
rate the dirt did fall down very soon 
after, and it is understood that the 
chain-gang will shortly be taken back 
from Olive street and set to work to 
remove it. Mr. Wicks, “unlike Mrs. 
Shepard, is favorable to the improve- 
ment, and intends to cut down and 
terrace his property so as to make it 
valuable for buildings. Mrs. Shepard 
will probably have to do the same 
sooner or later, but at present she ab- 
solutely refuses to do anything but 
prosecute her suit against the city for 
damages, which will be set for trial 
next week. As previously stated, it 
would certainly be of great advantage 
to her if the entire hill were removed 
and dumped into the big hole on Olive 
street, as that would make her First- 
street frontage worth something like 
$200 a foot for rooming houses or other 
business purposes. However, when a 
determined woman has set her mind 
upon a thmg, arguments of this kind 
avail little. K. 

Meantime. there is quite a consider- 
able amount of work yet to be done 
before the cut will be-open for travel. 
Then the question comes up how it is 
going to be graded and sidewalked. 
It might be done by subscription of 
interested property-owners, but then 
the order of the court says that work 
on the north half of the street must be 
performed under the direction of the 
City Engineer, and the city has no 
power to grade or sidewalk that side 
of the street. It therefore looks as if 
the difficulties in the way of this im- 
provement will by no means be over 
when the street is down to grade. 

By the end of the year First street 
will probebly be graded, gravelled. 
curbed and sidewalked from Broadway 
to Hill. A contract was awarded Sep- 
tember 3 to Frank Chenoworth. This 
contract will probably not be completed 
before December or January,” as the 
new city jail is to be built on the south 
side of the street, which will probably 


delay this improvement. 
“BiG RANCHES. 

One of the main reasons why the cen- 
tral and northern parts of the State 
have not progressed sorapidly as South- 
ern California is because of the large 
grain and cattle ranches which still 
exist in those sections, giving employ- 
ment to only a few ple, and these 
generally men without families. Few, 
even in California, have any definite 
conception of the immense size of some 
of these estates. Litigation between 
Henry Miller and the estate of his de- 
ceased partner, Charles Lux, has 
brought out some startling statistics in 
regard to the lands owned by the firm, 
in California, Nevada and Oregon. The 
following is a list of-the lands, exclu- 
sive of those they hire, with the area 
in miles and acres:

surprising that the German heirs of 
Charles Lux were surprised when they 
received information that their relative 
had a half interest in lands aimost 


equal in area to Bavaria, and four 


times the area of Saxony. The land 
owned by this firm is greater in area 
than any of the seven original States 
in the Union. It is equal in area to the 
States of New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut to- 
gether. It is half the size of New Jer- 
sey. It is about the size of West Vir- 
ginia and an eighth the entire area of 
California. It is as large as Greece, 
with the Ionian Isles. It is four times 
the area of Alsace-Lorraine. It is but 
Tittle smaller than Ireland, and half 
again as large as Belgiuii, and one- 
third the size of England and Wales to- 
gether. 

On all this land there is nothing done 
no improvements, except such as will 
aid in maintaining stock and guarding 
it against drought, with the exception 


ot the few small experimental orchards 


that-have been planted here and there. 
It is no wonder that the counties in 
which these large estates are situated 
not only fail to progress, but have to 
appear every year before the Board of 
Equalization and plead poverty. 


DIVIDING THE RANCHES. 


A similar state of affairs, on a smaller 
scale, prevails in the northern part of 
the State, where great wheat ranches 
are the rule. It is now proposed to 
make a determined effort to subdivide 
these lands on a compréhensive scale. 
It is proposed to consolidate, as prelim- 
inary to cutting up into small tracts, 
the Bidwell ranch at Chico, of 80,000 
acres; the Reavis tract, in Butte county, 
of about 60,000 acres; the Gienn ranch, 
in Glenn county, of about 100,000 acres; 
the Finnel ranch, of some 80,000 acres, 
and the Cone ranch, in Tehama county, 
of about 100,000 acres. The plan is, to 
a great extent, the device of W. H. 
Mills, who is in charge of it, and to 
whose judgment the matter of consoli- 
dation and subsequent subdivision has 
been committed. 

Here are five tracts of 'and, aggregat- 
ing 420,000 acres, not adjacent or coter- 
minous, but lying in what may be prop- 
erly be described as the same section of 
the State, which it is proposed to bring 
under a common management for the 
purpose of inducing colonization and 
settlement in small holdings. 

If these ranches were divided among 
2000 farmers, giving each an average of 
twenty-one acres, the population of the 
State would be Increased by 100,000 peo- 

le. 

7 Southern California has compara- 
tively few large estates of this charac- 
ter not yet subdivided. There are, how- 
ever still some which might be placed 
on the market with profit both to the 
owners and to the section at large. 
Among those which impede the march 
of progress around Los Angeles city 
are the Buenos Ayres, Rodeo de Las 
Aguas and San Vicente, between Los 
Angeles and Santa Monica, and the La- 
guna ranch, east of the city. In Santa 
Barbara there are a number of largé 
ranches, several in Ventura and San 
Diego counties, and notably one great 
ranch of 100,000 acres, belonging to the 
Irvine. estate, in Orange county. The 
time has now arrived when these tracts 
of land might be subdivided and placed 
on the market at a profit. There is 
plenty of money in such an enterprise 
for a company. which undertakes the 
work with ample capital, and sets about 
it in a practical and comprehensive 
manner, not looking for its profit 
within twelve months, but gradually 
extending over a period of ten years or 
BUENA VISTA STREET. 

The quiet shades of Buena Vista 
street have been ruthlessly disturbed 
lately by piles of lumber and brick 
strewn along between Alpine and Ord 
streets, All this material is for the new 
medical college building.’ This building 
will be three stories and basement, 85 
feet front by 60 feet deep. On the first 
floor is a large amphitheater, where the 
students will listen to lectures. There 
is also on this floor a pharmacy and 
several rooms for the treatment of the 
sick: The next two floors are for the 
chemical,’ bacteriological; phrystological, 
anatomical and pathologizal laborato- 
ries and study-rooms for the ‘students. 
The chief movers in the erection of this 
are the faculty of the medical college 
so long in successful operation on 
Aliso street. The ceremonies of the lay- 
ing of the cornes-stones of this impor- 
tant structure will take nlace Wednes- 
day, October 9, at 10 a.m. This projected 
improvement has already caused quite 
a stiffening in prices in this long-neg- 
lected section. 

BUILDING. 


The building permits issued by the 
Superintendent of Buildings for the 
month of September, after deducting 
alterations, removals, stables, etc., 
amounted to 153, valued at $228,373. This 
is at the rate of six buildings for each 
working day, which, although not quite 
high-water mark, is certainly an ex-

THE EFFORT MADE TO CREATE A 
GREATER LOS ANGELES. 


By a Narrow Majority the Anti-An- 
nexatiohist® Win the Fight—A 
Bight Vote and Little Interest in 
the Election—The Vote in Detail. 


There will not be “a greater Los An- 
geles for some time to come. The 
proposition to annex thé suburbs of 
Vernon, Rosedale, Pico Heights and 
University was defeated in the election 
held yesterday, by the narrow majority 
of eighteen votes. The vote in the city 
gave a very large majority for an- 
nexation, but the subtirbs of Rose- 
dale and University, with a combined 
majority of 108 against annexation, 
turned the scale against the scheme to 
annex, with the result as before stated. 
‘Comparatively Uttle interest 
taken in the election throughout the 

„ and the vote polled was a very 
light one. It was generally conceded 


that the city would give a majority n 


favor of annexation, and this expecta- 
tion was borne out by the result. But 
little over a thousand votes were cast, 
839 of these being for, and 240 against 
annexation. There was not the slight- 
est excitement of any sort, in connec- 
tien with the balloting, and everything 
Was serene around each polling place. 
The election differed from the ordi- 
hary political edntest, in that no groups 
of men gathered in knots or any other 
kind of gathering, to discuss the ques- 
tion at issue, and hacks filled with 
voters were conspicuous solely by rea- 
son of their absence. The apathy was 
disheartening, and the judges and .in- 
spectors had what is termed a “soft 


was in the city. In the suburbs things 
wore a different aspect. The opponents 
of annexation were out in force, and 
throughout the day worked like Trojans 
to compass the defeat of their friends, 
“the enemy.“ While no feelings 
were engendered, there was much of 
heated discussion carried on and each 

strained every nerve and exerted 
every effort to win. The close majority 
of eighteen votes shows the interest 
that was exhibited in the contest. The 
returns from the various wards in the 
city came into the City Clerk’s office a 
few minutes after 7 o’clock, while those 
from the outside precincts did not ar- 
rive until after 9 o’clock. The votes 
cast in each ward and precinct may be

OF MARKETING ORANGES. 


Am Effert Being Made to Secure a 
Rabbi—A Wild Dash Down the 
Mountain—Many Matters of In- 
terest, 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 3.—Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) A gentleman per- 
sonally interested in orange-growing at 
Highland writes that the new tactics 
of the Southern California orange- 
growers were ably expounded at the 
Highland packing-house on Saturday 
last by T. H. B. Chamblin and 
Thomas Morehouse. The plan of taking 
their products to market in their own 
name seemed to meet with general ap- 
proval among the growers, who are de- 
termined that their yellow balls shall 
no longer be a medium of gambling for 
juggling commission men. It would 
be a sad commentary on this intelligent 
body of farmers to say that they are 
pes capable of doing their own: market- 


ng. 

It is not a question of f. o. b. sales or 
consignment, but simply an effort to 
lessen middlemen’s tolls that there may 
be a tithe left for the producer. Many 
who have not heretofore been members 
of the exchanges are now convinced of 
the necessity of concerted action, and 
are joining the ranks. 

The Highland orange-growers held 
their annual meeting Monday and 
elected the following officers and di- 
rectors for the ensuing year: President, 
L. C. Waite; vice-president, E. C. Wins- 
low; directors, the two above-named 
and Seth Marshall, W. F. Grow, James 
Fleming, William Penn Rogers, and 
Robert Bosworth. The election of sec- 
retary, treasurer and superintendent 
was postponed until next meeting.
